AN ELECTRIC CONVEYOR. 


Chicag-o Man's Idea of Gaining Time in 


Taking Mail Matter to the Train*. 


CHICAGO. Feb. 2.—If the city council 


will permit, a novel experiment will 
be tried in the swift transfer of mail 
fr.,m the post office to the Illinois Cen- 
tral station, at Twelfth street and 
Park Bow. one mile distant. Richard 
B. Sherman, the inventor of the sys- 
tem, 
proposes to erect an overhead, or 


rather over-house roof, electrical con- 
vevor, that will carry a seventy-five 
pound mail pouch from the roof of the 
post office to the station in five min- 
utes. It now takes twenty-two min- 
utes to transport mail to the station by 
•wagon- The conveyor is similar to 
the _one outside the Transportation 
building on the World's fair grounds, 
except that it is to be operated by elec- 
tricity, a wire answering to the trolley 
wire on a street car system furnishing 
the power to the carriage in which is 
enclosed the mail pouch. Mr. Sher- 
man has secured the consent of the 
property-owners to the erection of a 
temporary overhead road, which con- 
sists of four or five vrires.

Today will long be remembered by 


the teachers and scholars of the Los 
Angeles pnolie schools as an occasion 
above the ordinarj'. It was set apart 
by the school "board and devoted to the 
honor of the late Wm. M. Friesner.who 
was superintendent for eight years.

To- 
night Music Hall was filled with a rare

Over 
the arch of the stage were white letters 
composed of flowers with this beautiful 
sentiment: "To live in the hearts of 
those we live behind is not to die." All 
the beautiful and scholarly addresses, 
papers, letters and songs emphasized 
this one truth. 


Mr. Friesners biography shows him 


to have been a man of fine mind and 
sterling character, from the days of his 
college life to the hour of his death. 
He impressed his manhood upon every 
heart he touched. The faculty of the 
institution from which he was gradu- 
ated, the boards of education with 
which he labored, the teachers with 
whom he taught, the educators with 
whom he counseled, the associations 
where he fraternized, the hearth and 
the home, all form a. most wonderful 
cloud of witnesses to the pre-eminent 


oodness of the man. Each speaker

.estimony as—"Here was the bravest, 
noblest, kindest soul mine ever come in 
contact with," "the best man I ever

motion up in Pike and the outcome is 
somewhat uncertain. If the men are 
convicted it certainly will be the first 
time in-the history of Pike county that 
a saloon man ever felt the clutches of 
the law. 
Usually they have clean 


sailing. 


Mr. Funk claims there is something 


back of these cases. He says that for 
years thek-e has been a struggle be- 
tween the two leading political parties 
up in Pike county as to which one 
would get the whisky vote, the leaders 
agreeing to protect the saloon men in 
order to get their votes. 
Hitherto the 


saloon 
keepers have voted 
almost 


solidly with the Democratic party and 
as a result they have been easily vic- 
torious. Last fall however Democrats 
and the saloon men fell out and the 
latter went over to the Republicans in 
a body expecting to enjoy protection 
from them. 
The Democrats 
swore 


vengeance says Mr. Funk and the 
prosecuting attorney of Pike county 
Mr, Coldwell being a Democrat, when 
the grand jury met not long ago se- 
cured the indictment of the greater 
number of the saloon men. 
It is al- 


leged that they have openly violated 
the law. 


When these indictments vrere returned 


the saloon men at oace set up a vigor- 
ous howl of political persecution,'and 
have been parading the streets of Wa- 
verly posing as the trodden-down, 
trampled-on innocents. 


The indicted ones then scored first 


blood in the legal battle by halving the 
indictments quashed on the ground of 
irregularity. Judge James, who sus- 
tained these motions, then exchanged 
with Judge Dever, and our own Noah 
J. took a hand in the battle. He re- 
commended to Prosecutor Caldwell 
that a new grand jury be impaneled 
and the saloon keopers indicted over 
again. Caldwell at once did so and a 
new set of indictments was returned. 
These were also irregular, in that they 
were not properly signed up, but Judge 
Dever refused to sustain z\ demurrer or 
motion to quash on the grounds that it 
was meant to sign the indictments prop- 
erly, so it is said. The anti-saloon ele- 
ment in Waverly were delighted with 
J udge Dever. He was the man they were 
after. So arrangements were hurriedly 
made to have him try the criminal 
cases in the Waverly court and dispose 
of them in the absence of Judge James. 
James 
"caught on" however, and 


promptly sent word that he would look 
after his own criminal docket.. So the 
matter rests. 


Mr. Funk 
confidently 
expects to 


clear all of his clients, holding that the 
irregularity of the indictments alone 
would cause their cases to be dismissed 
by a-higher court. From the aboye it 
would seem that the ways of justice 
in Pike are somewhat devious. 


It should be said that Judge Dever is
